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£232m project would also improve existing homes

IT is decision day for a plan to 
build more than 300 council 
homes in Dudley over the next 
five years, at a cost of more 
than £30 million. 

The proposals go before Dudley CounciTs 
cabinet at a meeting today (Thursday). 

The local authority has outlined ambitious 
plans to build new and improve existing council 
housing in the borough in a scheme with a total 
cost of £232m. 

A Dudley Council spokesman said: “Our five- 
year programme going forward from April 2018 
involves a proposed spend of over £30m, which 
aims to deliver in excess of 300 new homes.” 

The council is also proposing to spend £72m 
on the maintenance of existing council housing, 
including kitchen and bathroom replacements 
and work on roofs, doors and windows. 

More than £22m has been identified to ad¬ 
dress fuel poverty, including improving central 
heating and providing more affordable heating 
in 3,250 homes, also reducing carbon emissions. 

Nearly £31m would be spent on work to 
support independent living, including home 
adaptations for tenants with disabilities, plus 
and improvements to sheltered and supported 
homes. 

Investment 

And more than £13m will be invested in com¬ 
munity and estate regeneration. 

Councillor Laura Taylor, cabinet member for 
housing, said: “We are committed to doing all 
we can to improve the standard of living for our 
tenants, and this huge investment over the next 
five years reflects that. The future is bright for 
Dudley. 

“We want to make it as easy as possible for 
people to live and work here by offering good 
quality, fit for purpose, modern council homes.” 

Money spent on council homes is ring-fenced, 
and it is mainly sourced from rental income 
from tenants and receipts from right-to-buy 
sales. 

The council says the programme of works has 
no impact on the level of council tax. 

Dudley Council’s plan to invest in homes 
comes as council bosses are set to make major 
decisions in the coming months over services 
and finances in the borough.

Romanian killer 
stabbed sister-in-law 

A KILLER from Romania, who had battered 
a man to death in his home country, tried 
to kill his sister-in-law just eight months 
after being allowed into the UK. 

Gheorghe ‘Melo’ Mihai launched a sav¬ 
age attack on 23-year-old Roxana Mihai in 
Lye when she interupted a conversation he 
was having with his brother. He stabbed 
her in the face, head, arm and back.

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Father wants action on killer drivers 



THE father of a teenager killed by a 
speeding driver has backed a campaign 
for tougher sentences started by The 
Chronicle’s sister newspaper the Ex¬ 
press & Star. 

The Stop the Speeders petition was 
launched week after reporting on two 
men jailed for less than eight years for 
each causing the death of a man by dan¬ 
gerous driving. 

By the start of this week the petition 
had more than 1,100 signatures. It calls 
for judges to given longer sentences for 
killer drivers and will be sent to Prime 
Minister Theresa May. 


The latest person to back it is Richard 
Evans, whose daughter Georgie Evans, 
a former pupil of Kinver High School, 
died when her car was hit by an Audi A6 
driven by Kuba Ole, who was speeding 
on Priory Road in Dudley. Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard the 24-year-old, 
of Beaconview Road, West Bromwich, 
fled the scene. 

He was later jailed for six years, after 
pleading guilty to causing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving. Mr Evans said: “We lost 
our daughter on 27th October 2016 due 
to driver speeding at nearly lOOmph in 
a 30mph zone. He struck her car with 


such force it tore it in half. She hadn’t 
a prayer. 

“The driver then made off from the 
scene and handed himself in 18 hours 
later. He was sentenced to six years im¬ 
prisonment and probably will be out in 
four. We are paying the ultimate sen¬ 
tence. Enough is enough.” 

Ole later tried to blame the victim, 
claiming she had been inexperienced 
and travelling too slowly. Those allega¬ 
tions were dismissed by the police.

Council tax is set to 
rise by 4.5 per cent 


DUDLEY Council is set to raise 
council tax by 4.5 per cent from 
April. 

The authority is planning to in¬ 
crease council tax by 2.99 per cent, 
and charge households a further 1.5 
per cent to fund adult social care. 

Councillor Steve Clark, cabinet member 
for finance, said: “No council wants to in¬ 
crease council tax, but this small increase 
is the right thing to do for our residents.” 

Most households, in band B properties, 
will pay an extra 82p per week if the plans 
are approved. Households in band D prop¬ 
erties will pay an extra £1.05. 

Nearly 1,500 took part in consultation, 
called the Big Question, which ended last 
month. Council bosses will discuss the re¬ 
sults at cabinet today (Thursday). 

Last year the Government agreed to a 
deal allowing councils to increase council 
tax by 2.99 per cent and also approved a 
new social care precept - an extra rise in 
council tax - to generate money specifically 
for adult social care for older and more vul¬ 
nerable people. 

Savings 

Councils were allowed to increase coun¬ 
cil tax under the precept between one and 
three per cent, with Dudley Council opt¬ 
ing for a 1.5 per cent increase. This would 
make it the second lowest council tax rate 
in the country of metropolitan boroughs. It 
comes at a time when local authorities face 
a fall in funding from central government. 

Dudley Council has put forward savings 
of £4m for the next financial year starting 
from April. 

Council bosses will also consider increas¬ 
ing the social care precept by a further 1.5 
per cent from April 2019, under proposed 
government rules. Councillor Clark con¬ 
tinued: “We’ve already made significant 
savings, including £4m additional savings 
in 2018/19, but we still need to invest in 
our services.” 

A decision will be made at a full council 
meeting on February 19.

proud of Duncan, his achievements 
and the wonderful person he was. 
Manchester, Munich and Dudley 
will forever be united.” 

Around a thousand Manchester 
United fans visited the German 
city as part of a commemoration, 
while supporters also paid tribute 
at Old Trafford on Saturday and on 
Tuesday to the ‘Busby Babes’ team.

Flexible and 
simplified 
new disability 
services due 

DISABILITY services in Dudley are set 
to be transformed as part of a shake-up 
of special education and social care ser¬ 
vices. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet were being 
asked to rubber-stamp plans for the 
new-look service at a meeting yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Chiefs said the proposals ‘will im¬ 
prove co-ordination of care for people 
with disabilities from childhood through 
to adulthood’. The new service puts 
‘greater emphasis on helping people 
gain skills and knowledge, and have con¬ 
fidence and a social life’, bosses added. 

Councillor Nicolas Barlow, cabinet 
member for adult social care, said: “This 
is a major transformation of services 
which will help people live a full and in¬ 
dependent life. 

“We have talked to services users and 
carers in recent months who have told 
us we need to do more to simplify pro¬ 
cesses, improve our response times and 
offer greater flexibility in the way we do 
things.” 

“We know all of these things com¬ 
bined with the fact that people should 
at the very least have a consistent and 
quality experience regardless of age, the 
introduction of the whole life disability 
service is a key move to transform the 
way we do things and ultimately im¬ 
proves a person’s quality of life.” 

Original shop to 
go after 130 years 

A FAMILY-run jewellery business will 
close one of its shops after more than 
130 years trading on a Black Country 
high street. 

TH Bakers, which opened in 1888, has 
announced it will be closing its store in 
Brierley Hill High Street, which was its 
first shop. The company, which owns 30 
stores around the country, will still oper¬ 
ate other Black Country branches. 

Paul Griffiths, a spokesman for the 
company, said: “The reason for the 
store’s closure is due to long term declin¬ 
ing trade on the high street to a point 
that, after trading on the high street 
for 130 years, keeping the store open is 
no longer feasible. However we are still 
trading in all of our other store areas, 
including Merry Hill, Stourbridge and 
Halesowen.”

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Student is 
found not 
guilty in 
murder trial 

THE jury in the trial of a man ac¬ 
cused of fatally stabbing amateur 
footballer Ryan Passey during a fight 
in a Stourbridge nightclub has found 
the defendant not guilty. 

Student Kobe Murray, 19, has been 
cleared after he denied murdering 
24-year-old Mr Passey in Chicago’s in 
Stourbridge town centre on August 6 
last year. 

Murray, of The Broadway, Dudley, 
had claimed he had acted in self-de¬ 
fence. 

He was found not guilty of murder 
and not guilty of manslaughter 

During the trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court, the jury has heard dif¬ 
fering accounts about who the knife 
belonged to. 

Murray said he grabbed it from his 
friend to dispose of it just before he 
was punched, and lashed out to fend 
off further attack, accidentally stab¬ 
bing Mr Passey. 

The prosecution had asserted that 
the knife belonged to Murray and that 
he deliberately plunged it into his vic¬ 
tim. 

Summing up on Monday Judge 
Julian Goose QC told the jury: “Ul¬ 
timately you should concentrate on 
what the defendant did do and not 
what he meant to do.” 

He directed them that if they be¬ 
lieved it was self-defence they should 
return a verdict of non-guilty to both 
charges. 

Straits not right 
for site, says MP 

A PROPOSAL to build a temporary 
travellers site in Gornal is strongly 
opposed by residents, says an MP 

Dudley Council is suggesting a tran¬ 
sit site in the Straits but 93 per cent of 
residents surveyed by Dudley North 
MP Ian Austin opposed the move. The 
Straits site, is one of 10 sites which 
Dudley Council is looking at to estab¬ 
lish a camp. A site in Coseley seems 
the most likely but sites elsewhere in 
the borough, including Lye, are under 
consideration at a meeting this week. 

Having such a site will make it eas¬ 
ier for the police and council to move 
on travellers from illegal camps. Mr 
Austin said: “I do not think that heav¬ 
ily residential areas, such as the sites 
in my constituency at the Straits or 
Blowers Green, are suitable.”

Violent thug had

HE had murdered before in his home coun¬ 
try but that did stop Romanian killer Ghe¬ 
orghe ‘Melo’ Mihai entering this country 
- and trying to murder again. 

The 38-year-old could not be refused 
entry because he had served the seven year 
sentence imposed in 2006 for battering a 
man to death with a piece of wood in Sep¬ 
tember 2004, was not wanted for any other 
crime and did not need to tell officials of his 
alarming previous conviction when he came 
to the UK at the end of 2016. 

Romania is a member of the European 
Union and its citizens benefit from ‘free 
movement’ rights. They do not need a visa

to visit or work here and so avoid the checks 
made on people from nations not in the EU, 
who must give details of any previous crim¬ 
inal conviction before it is decided whether 
to let them in. 

Just eight months after his arrival 
Mihai launched a savage knife attack on 
his 23-year-old sister-in-law Roxana Mihai 
during a terrifying drunken rampage in Lye 
High Street near Stourbridge on August 7. 

He was found guilty of attempted murder 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court this week 
and warned he faces a lengthy sentence. 

The car wash attendant flew into a rage 
after she interrupted a conversation he was 


having with her husband. “He looked like a 
man possessed,” said an eye witness, lorry 
driver Kieran Langan. 

Mihai had gone to a bus shelter where 
Roxana was waiting with her husband, to 
ask his step-brother Nicursor Gheorghe for 
money. He said: “My wife then told him we 
had no money because we had sent it to our 
family in Romania. He said to her ‘why are 
you talking in our conversation’ and took 
out a knife. I held him to let my wife run 
and hide.” But the defendant gave chase 
and deliberately tripped the fleeing woman 
when he caught up with her on a car park 
before stabbing her at least four times. 


Convicted killer tried to 
murder his sister-in-law 


A CONVICTED Romanian killer who 
tried to murder again after being al¬ 
lowed into this country is facing up 
to 20 years behind bars. 

Gheorghe Mihai launched a savage 
knife attack on his sister-in-law in Lye 
High Street, just months after arriving 
in the UK, Wolverhampton Crown court 
heard. 

Fellow Romanian Gaman Bobi told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court that Mihai was drunk 
when he repeatedly stabbed 23-year-old Rox- 
anna Mihai. Mr Bobi told the court: “He told 
me he was going to kill someone and go to jail 
for 10 years. I thought he was joking because 
he had drunk too much.” 

It took the jury less than two hours on Mon¬ 
day to convict Mihai of attempted murder. 

He was warned by Judge Amjad Nawaz: 
“You are somebody with a predisposition to act 
in a violent way and a lengthy sentence awaits 
you.” 

Danger 

The case was adjourned so that a report 
could be prepared on the level of danger he 
represents to the public. 

The 38-year-old defendant - locked up for 
seven years after murdering a man in his home 
country in 2006 - attacked his sister-in-law in 
August 7 after she interrupted a conversation 
he was having with her husband, his step¬ 
brother Nicursor Gheorghe. 

Wwitness Kieran Langan said the defend¬ 
ant, who lived in Park Street, Lye, looked like 
‘a man possessed’. He continued: “He was in 
a rage. I could tell that she was scared. Then 
I saw him open his jacket and pull out a large 
kitchen knife.” 

Terrified Roxana ran away pursued by 
knife-wielding Mihai and he caught up with 
her on a car park behind High Street, stabbing 
her at least four times as she lay on the ground. 

She suffered several knife wounds before her 
life was saved when her husband reached the 
scene and punched her attacker in the face. 

The defendant had denied attempted murder 
and possession of an offensive weapon.

inquest hears fourth suspect arrested 


A FOURTH man has been arrested 
on suspicion of murdering shopkeep¬ 
er Jaskaran Kang, who was stabbed 
to death in a flat above a shop in Dud¬ 
ley. 

The 24-year-old father was found 
dead at the property above the Mini 
Mart on Stourbridge Road, Dudley, in 
the early hours of Saturday, January 
6 . 

An inquest into the death of Mr 


Kang, from Handsworth, was opened 
and adjourned on Friday at Black 
Country Coroner’s Court, where it 
was revealed he was stabbed nine 
times and died from a stab wound to 
the leg. 

Detective Inspector Justin Span¬ 
ner, leading the investigatio, told 
the hearing: “Police were called at 
2.29am on January 6 to a flat, which 
was one of three flats above Dudley 


Wines (Mini Mart), to a male who had 
been stabbed. Upon arrival ambu¬ 
lances were already there. Jaskaran 
Kang was found there with nine stab 
wounds.An altercation occurred and 
he received stab wounds.” 

DI Spanner confirmed three people 
had been charged with murder and re¬ 
vealed that further suspects had been 
arrested including another man on 
suspicion of murder. 


Coroner Zafar Siddique adjourned 
the inquest until the conclusion of 
the police investigation. Three people 
charged with murder have appeared in 
court, Reggie Salmon, 20 from Stour¬ 
bridge Road, Dudley, a 17-year-old 
youth from Newcastle-under-Lyme, 
and Dontay Ellis, 18, of Central Drive, 
Lower Gornal. They are to appear at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
March 16 to enter a plea. 


Adrian calls for 'unity' 
after battle with cancer

AFTER being given just 12 months to 
live four years ago he defied all the 
odds. And now Adrian Webb, who is in 
remission, has helped launch a nation¬ 
al cancer campaign. 

Mr Webb, from Netherton, was diagnosed 
with skin cancer in September 2012 after a 
mole changed colour on his back. Despite un¬ 
dergoing surgery and radiotherapy, the can¬ 
cer spread to his lungs, liver, spleen, bowel 
and spine. But after being given three brand- 
new drugs during treatment he survived. 

Mr Webb, who was treated at Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham, said: “I thought it was all 
over but I’m a positive person so once I’d stopped 
blubbing I just wanted to get on with treatmen. 

“I was fortunate enough to be given three brand 
new drugs over the course of the following two 
years and, incredibly, I can now say I’m in remis¬ 
sion. 

Future 

“I don’t know what the future holds but for now 
that means I’m cancer free. I have no doubt that 
Dr Steven and the university hospital’s skin cancer 
team saved my life.” 

The three drugs are called Dabrafenib, Tra- 
metinib and Pembrolizumab. Since his diagnosis, 
Mr Webb, who has a daughter Amelia, 22, and a 
son Josh, 25, has raised almost £16,000 for Cancer 
Research UK. 

He joined forces with Dr Neil Steven to help 
Cancer Research UK raise funds in the run up to 
World Cancer Day, by urging people to wear the 
Cancer Research Unity Band. 

The band with a reef-knot design aims to sym¬ 
bolise the strength of people coming together to 
unite against cancer. 

Mr Webb added: “Thanks to research I’m still 
here today, enjoying my family and doing all the 
things that are so dear to me. That’s why I want 
everyone to wear a Cancer Research UK Unity 
Band on World Cancer Day. 

“It’s a fantastic opportunity to raise money for 
Cancer Research UK’s life-saving research. Just by 
wearing a unity band everyone can help make a 
real difference to people with cancer.” 


Dr Steven, deputy director of the Cancer Re¬ 
search UK Clinical Trials Unit at the University 
of Birmingham, said he hoped the campaign would 
receive backing to raise funds for life-saving re¬ 
search projects. 

He said: “Adrian is living proof of how far re¬ 
search has come in recent years - but there is still 
so much more to do.

Coach travel 
firm has 
gone into 
liquidation 

A TRAVEL company that closed un¬ 
expectedly last month and left cus¬ 
tomers hundreds out pounds out of 
pocket has gone into liquidation. 

Group Travel Limited, a coach firm 
based in Audnam, Stourbridge, an¬ 
nounced it has appointed insolvency 
expert Paul Brindley. 

A statement from the company, 
which also has a branch in Shrews¬ 
bury, said all customers owed money 
would receive a letter from the liqui¬ 
dator. It added: “If you have not re¬ 
ceived a letter from the liquidator by 
February 5, and you have paid for a 
trip or voucher you have not received, 
please call the liquidator. To all trade 
creditors, the letter from the liquida¬ 
tor should be with you by February 5. 
If you have not received it by Febru¬ 
ary 8, give the liquidator a call.” 

Roy Dade, from Shrewsbury, had a 
trip cancelled in November and is still 
waiting for money to be refunded. The 
58-year-old was supposed to travel to 
London with his wife to see Annie the 
musical but was told on November 4 
it had been cancelled. Last month he 
was given £150 cash towards the £330 
he was owed. He said: “Given that 
their customer base was largely sen¬ 
iors, there is something very immoral 
in the fact that they were still taking 
money from pensioners. I suspect 
they have been in trouble for much 
longer than it appears. It’s a sad story 
really because we have booked a lot of 
trips with them over the years, but at 
least it looks like they’re trying to do 
the right thing now.”

No velo this year, new route in 2019 


THE Birmingham Velo will not be held this year, 
organisers have announced, after the event divided 
opinion in the Black Country and Staffordshire last 
year. 

The event will instead return in 2019, when it will 
be moved from autumn to spring and see cyclists 
tackle a different route. 

The ride was held for the first time in September 
but attracted criticism from residents and business 
owners due to road closures in parts of the Black 
Country, Staffordshire, Worcestershire and Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Saboteurs left nails and tacks on the route, in¬ 
cluding in Bobbington and Swindon, putting the 
safety of riders at risk. 


Details of next year’s route are yet to be revealed 
but will be announced in the coming months, event 
organisers said. 

Around 15,000 riders took part in the 100-mile 
route last year, in what is believed to be the UK’s 
second biggest closed-road cycling event ever. It 
raised £2 million for charity. 

Participants rode from Birmingham city centre 
through Sandwell, Dudley, South Staffordshire and 
Worcestershire. 

The 2019 event will take place earlier in the year 
when there is more daylight,, the organisers say. 

Jon Ridgeon, chairman of event organisers CSM 
Active, said: “It was clear to us that some changes 
would be necessary if the event was to reach its 


long-term potential. Together with our partners 
Birmingham City Council, we are determined to en¬ 
sure that this wonderful event continues to develop 
and evolve. 

“The move from September to the spring, along 
with the new route, will provide us with a fantastic, 
sustainable long-term platform from which to grow 
in years to come.” 

Councillor Ian Ward, leader of Birmingham City 
Council, said: “The 2017 event was a huge success 
for Birmingham. The benefits of major events are 
well known and our cycling strategy is clear - we 
want to get the Midlands cycling and we plan for 
Velo Birmingham to become a key legacy project as 
we build towards the 2022 Commonwealth Games.” 


Homes, shops and pub 
planned at brickworks 


A FORMER brickworks site is set to 
welcome a major retail and leisure 
development alongside 200 homes 
- despite concerns from retail gi¬ 
ants intu Merry Hill and Morrison’s. 

The area in Stallings Lane, Kingswin- 
ford, that was formerly occupied by Ib- 
stock would include an Aldi, Iceland and 
Majestic Wine alongside a gym and pub. 

The 18-acre scheme will also include space 
for 365 cars. 

However, following a public consultation, 
concerns were raised by retail bosses about the 
impact on existing shops. 

A statement from intu Properties PLC says: 
“The application does not properly assess the 
impact of the proposals on the vitality and vi¬ 
ability of the Brierley Hill Strategic Centre or 
local centres within the vicinity of the site.” 

A contribution of £30,000 to pay for consult¬ 
ants to undertake an assessment of potential 
improvements to highway junctions in the area 
has also been requested by council bosses. 

The plans have been recommended for ap¬ 
proval, subject to conditions, and were being 
considered by Dudley Council this week. 

Plans were submitted by brick making giant 
Ibstock alongside fellow applicants Helical Re¬ 
tail and Hawkins. 

Jobs 

A council document published ahead of the 
meeting states: “This application would result 
in the redevelopment of a brownfield site which 
is allocated for housing and mixed use, posi¬ 
tively contributing towards the regeneration of 
the borough, the delivery of much needed hous¬ 
ing, council tax, new homes bonus and jobs.” 

A document submitted to the council on 
behalf of the applicant reads: “Tansey Green 
represents a significant opportunity to deliver 
a mixed-used development which responds to 
local retail, leisure and housing needs. The 
scheme unlocks major economic, social and en¬ 
vironmental benefits.” 

The proposed development, if approved, 
would be constructed on the opposite side of 
Stallings Lane to Pensnett Trading Estate.

It’s just 
criminal 
to penalise 
for31mph 

IF a pollster stopped you in the street and 
asked about your priorities for crime and 
policing, what would you say? 

Violent crime? Putting away more bur¬ 
glars? Getting tough on anti-social be¬ 
haviour, vandalism, and graffiti? 

Or maybe you would reply: “All of these 
things are important, but I understand 
that in these days of stretched resources 
you can’t do everything. So what I would 
really like is to nick motorists for doing 
31mph.” 

I suspect the latter represents some¬ 
thing of a minority viewpoint. But last 
week, just days after recording a 13 per 
cent rise in overall crime, and a 16 per 
cent increase in violent crime, the chief 
constable of West Mercia Police decided 
the burning issue was petty speeding of¬ 
fences. 

Actually I suspect he knows full well 
that is not the view of the public. But 
there seems to be a culture among the 
higher echelons of most of our public ser¬ 
vices these days that their role is not to 
implement the will of the people, but to 
“change our attitudes and perceptions.” 

If we think burglary or yobbish be¬ 
haviour is more important than straying 
fractionally over the speed limit, then we 
are clearly in need of a bit of education. 
Worked a treat in the old Eastern bloc. 

Indeed, Mr Bangham says he wants to 
create a climate where the public feels 
embarrassed rather than aggrieved when 
being hit with a speeding fine, and up to 
a point I agree. But I think this approach 
will do exactly the opposite. 

Think about how different attitudes to 
speeding were 30 or so years ago. Learn¬ 
er drivers were told it was ok to do up to 
35mph “to keep up with the traffic”, and 
police usually allowed people a margin of 
lOmph before stopping them. 

But the thing was back then, if you did 
get caught, it really did mark you down 
as a bit of an idiot. Everyone knew you 
were driving irresponsibly and deserved 
all you got. 

If we start penalising every single driver 
who strays one mph over the limit - which 
is basically every single driver - that stig¬ 
ma is gone. It becomes nothing more 
than a lottery, putting the self-centred 
boy racer in the same bracket as the little 
old lady on her way to a whist drive. 

Mr Bangham has now sought to “clari¬ 
fy” the recent comments, and assures us 
officers will not be targeting drivers for 
trivial speeding infringements after all. 
Good. 

Because if everyone is liable to be 
done for speeding, where’s the embar¬ 
rassment in that?

STEPHEN Fry is leading the campaign for “the 
most incredible protest in history” when Donald 
Trump makes his state visit to Britain.

One of our 
national treasures said in an interview 10 years 
ago: “When they mock America for its supposed 
lack of knowledge, irony or sophistication, they 
are revealing nothing but the pathetic inadequa¬ 
cy and inferiority complex of the British. I abso¬ 
lutely hate that sneering anti-Americanism.” The 
national treasure? Stephen Fry, since you ask.

Arrest over death of long-serving 11 
ambulance worker in a collision” 


A MOTORIST has been arrested after an am¬ 
bulance worker was killed in a crash at a busy 
junction in Wyre Forest. 

Tributes have been paid to Gavin Hunt, 
aged 52, who was in the ambulance service for 
more than 20 years. 

The technician was travelling with his wife 
on the A456 near Kidderminster at around 
7.20pm on Friday when his Perodua Nippa car 
was involved in a smash with a Lexus, where 
the A road met the B4202. His wife survived 
and was in a stable condition in hospital. 

A 45-year-old man has been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of causing death by dangerous driving 
and has been released as police investigations 
continue. 


Mr Hunt joined Hereford and Worcester 
Ambulance Service in 1997 and joined front¬ 
line operations three years later. 

He never had a day off sick and was due 
to be presented with his 20-year medal at an 
awards ceremony in March. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service chief ex¬ 
ecutive Anthony Marsh paid a glowing tribute 
to Mr Hunt, who was based at Kidderminster. 

He said: “Gavin was truly dedicated to the 
ambulance service and has helped thousands 
of patients during his career. 

“I saw first hand not only how deeply upset 
staff were at the scene but also how incredibly 
hard and professionally they worked with po¬ 
lice and fire colleagues.” 


£l00m in 
support (Or 
firms hit 
by Carillion

CONTRACTORS hit by the collapse of Wol- 
verhampton-based construction and sup¬ 
port services giant Carillion will be able to 
apply for Government-backed loans as part 
of a £100 million support package. 

Business Secretary Greg Clark said the British Business 
Bank will support high street lenders to give loans to small 
and medium-sized businesses and individuals owed money 
by Carillion. Three high street banks have agreed to pro¬ 
vide support worth almost £250m. 

Mr Clark said: “We want to signal very clearly to small 
. and medium-sized busi¬ 
nesses who were owed 
money by Carillion that 
they will be supported 
to continue trading. The 
banks have responded to 
my request by agreeing to 
support businesses and in¬ 
dividuals affected.” 

Mr Clark’s department 
said the latest round of 
support will be of benefit to 
small businesses including 
the chain of subcontrac¬ 
tors to Carillion. The Gov¬ 
ernment has set up a task 
force involving business and unions to support firms and 
workers affected by the collapse of Carillion. 

Its liquidation left in its wake a £900m debt pile, a £590m 
pension deficit and hundreds of millions of pounds in unfin¬ 
ished public contracts. It comes after more than 2,600 con¬ 
struction companies became insolvent in the last financial 
year,with more facing problems because of the collapse of 
Carillion, according to a new report. 

Over the past week it has been announced that 820 staff 
would be made redundant with 919 other Carillion jobs 
saved as others took on their contracts. 

Dudley people affected by the firm’s collapse have been 
urged to call into drop-in sessions at three neighbourhood 
centres for advice. Staff will be on hand at Castle & Priory 
Neighbourhood Learning Centre in Limes Road, Dudley, 
from 9am to midday every Monday. They will be at Brierley 
Hill Neighbourhood Learning Centre in Hill Street, Brier- 
ley Hill, from 1pm to 4pm every Wednesday. Staff will also 
be at Dudley Wood Neighbourhood Centre in Dudley Wood 
Road, Dudley, every Friday from 9am to noon.

Heavy job losses are likely 
at Carillion’s head office 


Meanwhile, former Carillion boss Keith Cochrane was 
among a string of executives being grilled by MPs on Tues¬ 
day. The former head of defunct construction giant has 
admitted he should have acted sooner before its collapse. 

Mr Cochrane, who is among a string of executives being 
grilled by MPs, claimed all the decisions he took were in 
the best interests of the company. But he added: “Clearly 
the business did have issues - undoubtedly. And clearly, do 
I wish we had done something about it sooner? Absolutely. 
I recognise that. 

“I can assure you that all the decisions I took in seeking 
to do the best thing for the business at that juncture.” 

Former finance chief Zafar Khan denied being ‘asleep 
at the wheel’ and expressed his surprise over the firm’s 
liquidation. 

“No, I don’t believe I was asleep at the wheel because 
as soon as I came into the role, we were looking to tackle 
the issues and the key focus of my time in the role was to 
bring net debt down,” he said. “I believe I did everything 
that I could have done, essentially. I was surprised at the 
outcome that eventually came to pass.”

Jordanne uploaded a photograph to 
her Instagram account announcing 
she had given birth, which featured 
a photograph of her partner Mark 
McCarroll, also a wheelchair tennis 
player, holding their son. 

She wrote: “I am so proud to intro¬ 
duce you to our son Jackson Nigel Mc- 
carroll, born today at 15:30 weighting 
in at a healthy 71b 13oz. I can’t believe 
he’s finally here. He’s absolutely per¬ 
fect.” 

Proud 

Jordanne’s parents Keith and Julie 
are delighted to be grandparents. Her 
father Keith, 69, who is also a former 
Paralympian, said: “We are really 
proud of Jordanne. Jordanne is com¬ 
pletely over the moon. The baby looks 
a lot like Marc, which he is really 
happy about.” 

Jordanne was 11 weeks pregnant 
last year when she won the wheelchair 
women’s doubles title at Wimbledon. 
It was the ninth grand slam doubles 
title show won. She has also won the 
Australian Open twice, the French 
Open twice and the US Open twice. 
She won the grand slam singles title 
at the US Open in 2015. 


Jordanne has also won a bronze 
medal at the 2012 and 2016 Paralym¬ 
pic Games. She was awarded her MBE 
in the 2015 Queens Birthday Honours. 

Jordanne was born with brittle bone 
disease, which her father Keith was 
also born with. 

Her partner Marc, 32, who is also 
her coach, won the wheelchair British 
Open in 2014. 


Marc, who was born to a family 
of athletes, used to play for Arsenal. 
But he was injured in a car accident 
in 2003 and took up wheelchair tennis 
two years later. 

Jordanne’s father revealed she has 
plans to get back into tennis. He said: 
“Jordanne is looking at whether she 
wants to get back to tennis. It will be a 
hard task but she will try.”

IT was a tackle he wasn’t 
going to forget in a hurry. 
When Derek Thorpe’s army 
football team took on their 
neighbouring regiment, his 
sergeant-major warned their 
opponents had one or two 
tasty players in their side. 

Early in the game, the nippy young 
winger found himself dispossessed by 
a strapping defender playing for the 
other side, and decided to pay him 
back. 

“He tackled me early on, and I 
thought Til have you next time’,” re¬ 
calls Derek, now 81. “I landed about 
two yards further up the pitch than I 
did the first time.” 

That player was Duncan Edwards. 
By the time he turned out for the 
Royal Army Ordnance Corps team, 
based in Nesscliffe, near Shrewsbury, 
he already had three England caps 
under his belt, and Derek remembers 
being in awe of the power, skill and 
speed of the great man. 

“Him and Bobby Charlton were 
both in the same team, and they really 
stood out,” he said. “I thought Duncan 
Edwards was better than Bobby Char¬ 
lton, and I later read that Bobby also 
thought he was.” 

While Charlton would go on to taste 
World Cup success and enjoy a long, 
glittering career, Edwards’ life would 
tragically be cut short as a result of 
the Munich air crash. 

Refuel 

It is 60 years this week since the dis¬ 
aster tore apart Matt Busby’s legend¬ 
ary ‘Busby Babes’ Manchester United 
team which had blazed a trail for 
English football in the newly formed 
UEFA Cup. On February 6 1958, the 
chartered British European Airways 
plane had stopped in Germany to re¬ 
fuel, and crashed as it attempted to 
take off for its final leg of the journey. 

Of the 44 people on board, 23 were 
killed. Charlton was one of the survi¬ 
vors. Edwards was one of eight United 
team members who died from injuries 
sustained during the crash. 

“They were such great lads,” added 
Derek. “Duncan was from Dudley, and 
I was from Dawley, so the lingo was 
pretty similar. After he had knocked 
me flying with his tackle, he came over 
to me, and said ‘you all right, kid?”’ 

Derek, who was a regular with 
the Kings Shropshire Light Infantry 
(KSLI) at Copthorne Barracks, says 
he would regularly play against the 
Manchester United stars during their 
National Service in the mid-1950s. 

“Because they were just up the 
road, we would play each other a lot,” 
he said. But Derek recalls the games 
were often one-sided affairs, with the 
KSLI lads beating the Nesscliffe team 
on just one occasion, adding: “They 
were a cut above the rest,” he added. 

Also in that team was Brian Grif¬ 
fiths, a full back for Shrewsbury Town. 
Like many professional footballers 
from the Midlands, he was posted to 
Nesscliffe for his National Service so 
he could continue to keep playing for 
his club. “Duncan was already there,” 
said Brian, aged 83. “He was a a cor¬ 


poral. He was a smashing lad. He was 
not aggressive, and his football capa¬ 
bilities were just unbelievable.” 

Brian says he wife Iris stayed in 
touch with Edwards’s mother Sa- 
rah-Anne after the star’s death, add¬ 
ing: “She was very proud of him.” 

To commemorate the disaster, a 
book of remembrance has been handed 
over in the German city. It has been 
presented to the minister of the 
Church of St Peter near Manchester - 
platz, a street near the airport named 
in honour of the club. It is now on 


public display there. Rose Cook-Monk, 
who has made a film about Duncan’s 
life, visited the scene of the tragedy 
and witnessed the opening of a me¬ 
morial garden on the airfield, which is 
now disused. 

She said: “It was emotional to be 
there and see the departure lounge 
they all left from,” she said. “I didn’t 
want to come out without Dudley being 
mentioned so myself and the Mayor of 
Dudley Councillor Dave Tyler came up 
with the idea of the people of Dudley 
remembering Duncan.”

Bring Parliament to 
Midlands, says MP 

A BLACK Country MP has called for Parliament to be 
brought to the West Midlands. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has backed calls to move 
Parliament out of London - to ‘force the metropolitan elite’ 
to find out what life is like outside of the capital. 

The Labour MP called for an example to be set by mov¬ 
ing the MPs and Lords out of London. 

Mr Austin said: “Parliament badly needs refurbishment 
and unlike other countries we’ve got government, Parlia¬ 
ment, business, finance and the media all concentrated in 
London, so let’s set an example and move Parliament to 
the West Midlands in the middle of the country. 

“I think that would take pressure off London’s over¬ 
heated economy and imagine how moving government to 
the regions could help bring new investment and new jobs 
to areas like the Midlands. 

“Most important of all, it would force the metropolitan 
elite ruining the government and the civil service to lis¬ 
ten to the rest of us and find out what life is like outside 
London.” 

Mr Austin has previously moved a Parliamentary Bill 
proposing to move 100,000 civil services jobs from London 
to the regions.

It differs to intu Merry Hill’s standard and accessible 
toilets with features that include an adult-sized changing 
bench and features enough room to accommodate a disa¬ 
bled person and up to two carers. In addition there is also 
a height adjustable sink and a hoist to help users out of 
their wheelchairs. 

Changing Places on the upper mall near Debenhams was 
officially opened by Neil Davies, chairman at Dudley Voices 
for Choice. 


Shock figures for children 
carrying blades at school 


SWORDS, axes and machet¬ 
es are among the 260 weap¬ 
ons seized in schools by 
West Midlands Police. 

Shocking figures show how many 
blades were picked up from schools 
over the past six years. 

In Wolverhampton, 25 were taken 
by police, 20 in Walsall, 21 in Sandwell 
and 14 in Dudley. These include flick 


knives, machetes and daggers. The 
children caught with weapons include 
three 10-year-olds. 

The data obtained by the Liberal 
Democrats shows the range of re¬ 
ported crimes from schools. They in¬ 
clude malicious woundings and even 
an attempted murder. 

Chief Constable Dave Thompson 
said he was concerned some young 
people were carrying knives as a form 


of protection. He said an education 
programme, involving schools and 
youth clubs, needed to be rolled out. 

Liberal Democrats campaigner Rob 
Quarmby said: “No child should be 
walking down the corridor of a school 
with a blade in their pocket. These 
kids are robbing knives from mum’s 
kitchen drawer or a screwdriver from 
dad’s tool shed that could, potentially, 
take a life.”

I thought it would be good to have 
a go at Shrek this time and a few auditions later they gave 
me the job. I was over the moon.” 

He laughs when he remembers how he learned he was 
going to take the starring role. He was at work and it was 
about 7pm, half an hour before he was due on stage in 
Les Miserables in the West End. “It was incredible. I went 
on stage still buzzing from the news. That show was a bit 
of a whirlwind. But I do love Shrek the Musical. Not only 
is the music absolutely brilliant and a pleasure to sing 
every night, the show also has a book that is so funny and 
witty.” 

In some respects, Shrek is like a 
pantomime. It’s designed equally 
with parents and children in mind - 
with some gags going over the kids’ 
heads and causing mirth among their 
parents. 

“You’re right. It’s not just for the kids 
it’s for the adults as well. The dads who 
are dragged for the Saturday matinee 
come out laughing because of the Lord 
Farquaad material. The kids don’t really 
get that.” 

Steffan is well-versed in the original 
2001 Shrek movie, having enjoyed the 
best-selling computer-animated fantasy 
based on William Steig’s 1990 fairy tale 
picture book of the same name. He 
enjoyed the voice overs from Mike 
Myers, Eddie Murphy, Cameron 
Diaz and John Lithgow - not 
forgetting the equally 
enjoyable sequels. 

“I’m 26 now so I 
was about 10 when 
it came out. I 
remember quite 
vividly going to 
the Welshpool 
Solar Cinema to 
watch it. When 
I got the job, 

I went back 
to watch the 
film. It really 
is brilliant.” 

Shrek is a 
real feather in 
Steffan’s cap. 


After all, he’s still only 26 and is already leading the line 
in major touring productions. He learned his trade in a 
quite backwater, Caereinion, in Mid-Wales, near 
Welshpool. 

“They didn’t offer drama at Caereinon High 
School so I looked elsewhere and Theatr Maldwyn 
came about in year 7-8. I learned a lot from the 
three teachers there and that helped me massively. 
That made me look elsewhere and that’s when I 
decided to do drama and gained a place at the 
Guildford School of Acting. It was a fantastic school 
and I had the best three years there 
learning some fantastic skills. Now I’m 
out working - and that’s when the real 
learning starts.”

“It’s 
great and there’s 
such variety - 
literally, from Les

done before. I have 
a 90-minute make¬ 
up call every day 
so that I can be 
fully transformed 
with prosthetics. 
After that, I 
have to put on 
the costume 


and that weighs an additional 45lbs.” Once all that is 
done, he’s transformed and ready to play the ogre. He 
has created his own interpretation of Shrek from scratch, 
putting his own stamp on it. 

“It’s unusual to go out when you’re so heavily made up. 
After the show, I go out of the stage door onto the street 
and pass people who’ve seen the show and they have 
no idea that it was me. But the anonymity doesn’t mean 
I don’t connect with Shrek - I do. OK, so Lord Farqaad 
steals a few scenes, but Shrek is completely believable. 
He has to be.” 

Life is moving quickly for Steffan and he’s looking 
forward to starring at a major theatre in Birmingham so 
early into his career. 

“I never thought I’d be leading a show at the age of 
26. It’s a great honour and I’ve very fortunate to them for 
giving me the opportunity. But there’s a lot more that I’d 
like to do. I’d love to do straight drama and TV as well. I’ve 
done a bit of TV back in Wales on S4C and I would love 
doing more and see where it takes me. I’d like to work 
again in London again too. Working and being happy and 
healthy is as much as I can ask for and I’m very grateful 
that I have these opportunities.”

“The TV adaptations are very 
often very different - the scriptwriters 


cut some characters and add 
others, cut big chunks of plot and 
sometimes they even change the 
murderer!,” she laughs. 

“But prose and film are different 
forms. Besides, the book stops 
being mine every time someone 
reads it. Each reader brings their 
own imagination, history and 
prejudice to the story and each 
writer has to learn to let go. 
Adaptation just takes the process a 
bit further.” 

One of the secrets of Shetland’s 
success is its far north setting - the 
isles themselves are almost a 
character in their own right. 

“I think the viewers are naturally 
drawn to the place, the setting and 
curious about what Shetland is like,” 
explains Douglas Henshall, who 
plays the lead character, Dl Jimmy 
Perez. “And, beyond the location, 
it’s a well written drama which draws 
you in.” 

This time around, fans of the 
books don’t need to worry about a 
favourite story being torn apart by a 
screenwriter, because this time, it’s 


a completely original tale that runs 
throughout the six-part series. 

“David Kane has created a 
compelling and distinctive crime 
story told across six hours. We are 
also thrilled to have the brilliant core 
cast return,” says executive 
producer Kate Bartlett.

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Pub's cooking up a real storm 



With the recent conditions making driving a 
risk-taking exercise of the highest degree, 
you want to find some good grub at the end 
of your quest to make that risk worthwhile. 

Outside left you feeling like Jack Frost himself was 
running his prickly tongue all over your face, so having 
something hot and good-tasting in your belly was a 
terrific tonic. 

It was a bonus, then, that the venue itself and staff 
working within the fairly recently opened Cookhouse & 
Pub offered the same warmth and friendliness as the 
food. 

We had actually tried to go the night before. But, of 
course, it’s a busy time of year and everyone would 
be out with friends or co-workers... and we hadn’t 
booked. On top of this, they had lost the heaters in 
one half of the restaurant so were running on a smaller 
capacity. The staff were very apologetic saying sorry 
for the wait for tables and trying to fit in an alternative 
for another night if we didn’t have time to wait. 

BOOTHS 

We took up the offer of a table the next evening and, 
based on our brief dealings with the staff so far, signs 
were good that this place had potential. So, 24 hours 
later it was take two. The restaurant was back up to full 
capacity and judging by the warmth swirling around the 
venue they had their heating back on in all corners. 

Again we had service with a smile, one of the sizeable 
booths at the back of the venue giving a bit of privacy 
to our meal and we were seated near the kitchen to be 
enticed by the smells floating out from within. 

Of note here is the attention given to those who 
choose to dine alone. Situated next to a Premier Inn on 
the A4123 Wolverhampton Road in Oldbury - one of the 
main routes between the M5 and Wolverhampton city 


centre - they must undoubtedly get a lot of business 
trippers with laptop in tow looking to get a bit of prep 
done over a good bit of food. 

To cater for that, they have comfortable looking ‘solo 
seats’ with a large enough table to accommodate plate 
and ‘puter with plugs and adjustable lamps to boot. 

We hadn’t seen this idea before, except perhaps for in 
London, so the idea was rather novel to us. 

First thing was to treat the tastebuds with a starter. 
We were able to make our selections pretty quickly - 
one of us pregnant and with a constant hankering for 


meat, while the other just overweight and with a greedy 
yearning for everything fattening. 

I had the Moroccan-style lamb koftas, which sat on a 
plush bed of hummus and mint with fresh pomegranate 
seeds topped with Middle Eastern spices. The other 
half had the honey and mustard pork chipolatas with 
chopped parsley. 

We had both picked our mains off the specials board. 

I had the special mixed grill, which differed from the 
regular option with the inclusion of tender, delicious ribs 
that peeled off the bone with ease. 


As for the other half, she had the special lamb ragu 
which was sweetened nicely and came with a healthy 
side portion of garlic ciabatta. 

This time I opted for the salted caramel, brownie and 
popcorn sundae but my girlfriend decided liquid was the 
way forward and had a C&P hot chocolate made with 
C&P mini chocolate beans, a giant marshmallow and 
whipped cream on top. 

Too soon it was hometime. And a mental note was 
added to come back soon with family and friends.

Simply super Suzuki Swift a top dog 



The Suzuki Swift starts at just under £12,000 and goes up to £16,849

What a delight, a car that is a world player 
but with a model specifically designed for 
British and European roads. 

Any my how you can appreciate that 
when driving about in Suzuki’s simply super 
Swift. In order to suit the needs of European 
customers, Suzuki knew that simply designing 
and developing the new Swift in Japan would 
not be sufficient. So it turned to the roads 
of Europe, where teams of local evaluation 
drivers helped to hone the new car. 

Testing of the chassis, which is the 
centrepiece of the Swift’s evolution, started 
in January 2016 in the United Kingdom and 
Germany. Covering a total of more than 
6,000 miles, the teams tested as many as 90 
different suspension prototypes in an effort 
to meet the need for optimum steering feel 
together with providing supple and agile 
suspension for British roads. 

The latest model arrived on our shores last 
June 12 years after it first docked. An initial 
drive back then along winding roads in the 
Peak District impressed but how would it cope 
with my country commute to and from the 
office and lengthy trips on the motorway? 

Simply super! Sorry to sound so twee, but 
it was. 

This supermini made a big impact during 
its earlier incarnations and the latest seems 
to be doing even better. There is more room 
for people and their luggage and it is faster 
off the mark. At the same time it is a little 
more refined and more powerful while also 
being more economic. It is dynamic and 
comfortable as well, what more could you ask 
for? 

In a little more detail looks-wise it has a more

impressive grille, LED daytime running lights 
and stronger haunches which give it more 
prominence on the road. 

The Swift’s extra space comes courtesy 
of a longer wheelbase which permitted the 
engineers to give more space in the cabin, 
especially for those in the back, and a bigger 
boot of 265 litres - a very good space for a 
car of this size whcih can easily cope with 
luggage for a holiday. 

It’s a dynamic drive with its lower and wider 
stance and feels very secure when tackling 
tight corners. It is also comfortable and 
enjoyed that motorway cruise much more 
than I expected a car of the Swift’s size to do, 
as did I the driver. 

Swift is available as a five-door model 
in SZ3, SZ-T and SZ5 grades.Standard 
equipment for all models in the range 
is comprehensive and the SZ3 model 
with 1.2-litre Dualjet engine and manual 
transmission will include six airbags, air 
conditioning, leather steering wheel, DAB 
radio with Bluetooth and four speakers, rear 


privacy glass, LED daytime running lights, 15- 
inch wheels, body coloured door mirrors and 
front electric windows. 

A 90hp 1.2-litre four cylinder Dualjet engine 
offers C02 emissions of 98g/km and 65.7mpg 
for the manual transmission model. 

And the 111 PS 1.0-litre three cylinder 
Boosterjet turbo engine offers C02 emissions 
of 104g/km and 61.4mpg for manual 
transmission model. This Boosterjet engine 
might appear small but it is remarkable with 
that power and torque more usually found in 
a diesel engine than a small petrol and fuel 


economy. Going through the gears is quick 
and easy and in top gear is very refined giving 
quite remarkable fuel use on that motorway 
marathon I undertook. 

The Boosterjet is also available with Suzuki’s 
SHVS mild hybrid system offering C02 
emissions of 97g/km and Suzuki’s excellent 
ALLGRIP AUTO’ 4WD system, four-wheel 
drive system is a well proven and simple fully 
automatic and permanent four-wheel drive 
layout which transfers additional torque to the 
rear wheels when needed. 

Inside, for a car so modestly priced, there is 


a decent finish and quality of trim (it’s certainly 
not too plasticy) and interior features include 
a centre console turned five degrees towards 
the driver, front seats with optimised shape 
and spring position with heightened side 
bolsters. 

The facia is neat and tidy with sporty white 
accents and satin chrome with a basic black 
theme. The instrument cluster offers either 
colour or monochrome LCD in the centre 
with a coolant temperature and fuel gauge 
incorporated within the two main gauges. And 
all controls are easy to reach and operate.

Excessive Bentayga can 


be practical 



Despite its size, there’s not much legroom in the rear This is a very big machine, casting shadows over everything else in the car park

Here’s a car that combines pointless 
excess and surprising practicality better 
than almost anything else on the road. 

But you can do something about the excess 
before you buy and the practicality is still there 
for the taking for the length of your ownership. 

First, the excess. After choosing the diesel 
engined version of Bentley’s ship-sized and 
high selling Bentayga SUV you’ll be faced with 
an options’ list as long as a well tailored arm. 

One of the boxes you can tick adds £2,995 
to the bottom line for a dash mounted 
Breitling clock with dark mother of pearl face 
and - not joking here - ringed with eight small 
diamonds. So it’s both naff and impossible to 
read at the same time. 

So, with nearly three grand back in your 
pocket, we proceed to the practicality part of 
the Bentayga equation. 

Choose diesel as fuel and you save £26,900 
over the cost of the full fat 12-cylinder 
petrol model, losing only modestly in the 
performance stakes. You may find that 
168mph and zero to 62mph in 4.8 seconds is 
sufficient after all. 

It certainly feels plenty fast enough, if not 
as bonkers quick as the petrol W12. Quite 
near the just announced V8 petrol Bentayga, 
though, and a miniscule £400 cheaper. 

Your respect for the performance will then 
turn to astonishment when you glance the fuel 
consumption readout - over 500 miles the 
Bentayga diesel on test managed 31.6mpg, 
and touched 40mpg-plus on a gentle 
motorway run. 

For such a huge and heavy car that’s close 
to miraculous and made the 17.6mpg from the 


W12 driven some months earlier seem utterly 
dipso. It means an easy 500 miles per 18 
gallon tankful and much less messing about 
at the pumps for the Bentley’s time pressed 
owner. And more time to enjoy driving a car 
that does a fine job of defying physics by 
making its 2.5 tonnes feel like a lighter vehicle 
when corners arrive - although never like a 
smaller one. 


This is a very big machine, casting shadows 
over almost anything else in the car park and 
wide enough to make city driving an exercise 
in width judgement as the grocery deliveries 
van hurls towards you at must-make-the-slot 
speed. 

In its element (wide, open road) the 
Bentayga is a near perfect way to transport 
four lucky people as far as they’d like to go, 


cocooned in leather lined luxury in a cockpit 
that makes you feel special every time the 
doors pull themselves closed the last few 
millimetres, thus saving you the bother of 
slamming them shut. 

Despite its gargantuan bulk the Bentayga 
is merely very adequately spacious in the 
rear - not leg-stretchingly roomy - and the 
boot, while regularly shaped is modestly sized 


against something like... a Skoda Superb. 
Bentley ownership is higher on the feel good 
factor and the Bentayga does not disappoint, 
especially with a list of optional extras that 
extends from TV screens in the rear (£965) to 
ventilated front seats with massage function 
(£2,805). 

And that clock, if you must.

Phenomenal footballer - 
and an even better man 


STARS paid tribute to footballing ‘pio¬ 
neer’ Cyrille Regis at an emotional ser¬ 
vice, describing him as ‘a superstar of 
the day, but a man of the people’. 

At the service at The Hawthorns dedicated 
to his remarkable life, it was not just Cyrille’s 
prowess on the pitch that was hailed. His hu¬ 
mility and grace as a man was also celebrated. 

Regis was described by his former boss Ron Atkin¬ 
son as ‘a phenomenal footballer and an even better 
bloke’. Former Liverpool and England star John 
Barnes called Cyrille ‘an ambassador for humanity’. 

And that praise for the former Albion, Wolves, 
Villa and Coventry forward’s character was a re¬ 
curring theme from all those who took the time to 
share memories of him. Among those at the service 
were Brighton boss Chris Hughton, Regis’s nephew 
Jason Roberts, and ex-England stars Barnes, Carlton 
Palmer and Viv Anderson. 

Albion fan and broadcaster Adrian Chiles, club 
legend ‘Super’ Bob Taylor and former Baggies and 
Wolves striker Don Goodman all attended. Soul star 
Beverley Knight performed during the service, while 
Chris Kamara. Les Ferdinand and Dwight Yorke also 
turned up. 

Humility 

Barnes heaped praise on Cyrille’s personality, say¬ 
ing it even outshone his skills as a striker. 

He said: “Cyrille was a fantastic footballer but the 
greatest quality a human being can have in my opin¬ 
ion is humility - and for someone who was such a 
great person, he had humility in abundance. 

“As much as a he was a great footballer, a trail- 
blazer and a pioneer, his greatest quality was his hu¬ 
mility. He was an ambassador for humanity. The way 
he was as a person far superseded what he was as a 
footballer - and he was a great footballer.” 

Big Ron, who managed Regis at Albion and briefly 
at Villa, said: “From a football point of view, Cyrille 
would always be the number nine in my best ever 
team. And as a person he was a great bloke. He was a 
phenomenal footballer and an even better bloke. 

“He didn’t go out of his way to fight any crusades 
but he changed football by being what he was, a role 
model to everybody. He conducted himself the right 
way both on and off the field.”

Brighton manager Chris Hughton said: ”He leaves 
a lasting legacy because he played in a very difficult 
era for black players and had a big impact on the lives 
of those black players who followed him.” 

Now a Sky Sports presenter, Chris Kamara played 
in that same era as Cyrille and said the striker had 
blazed a trail for others to follow. Kamara said: “He 
was an icon to so many players. What a man, what 
a legend. 

“To withstand abuse in the way that he did and 
handle it the way that he did shows the measure of 
the man.” 

Broadcaster Adrian Chiles said Cyrille became his 
first hero after he saw him at The Hawthorns back in 
1977. Now aged 50, Chiles said: “Cyrille was my first 
hero and I thought he was indestructible so it makes 
you realise we are all mortal. He transcended football. 
There have been so many footballers across the world 
but very few you can name that transcend the game. 

“It’s a privilege to have known him.” 

Bob Taylor, who followed in Cyrille’s footsteps as 
an Albion striker and Hawthorns favourite, said: 
“From a personal point of view, Cyrille was my coach 
when I was here, he was a mentor for me - and he 
was a friend. 

“Anybody you speak to will tell you that he was an 
ambassador on the football pitch and an ambassador 
off it.” 

Don Goodman, who - like Regis - represented both 
Albion and Wolves, added: “Quite simply he was a 
boyhood hero of mine. 

“As I got to know Cyrille through my links with 
West Bromwich Albion, I came to know what a great 


man he was. Not just because he stood up in the face 
of racism but because he was an all-around good fel¬ 
low. This man was a superstar of the day, but he was 
a man of the people. He always had time for people. 
That is testament to the man - not the footballer.” 

In a moving eulogy, his nephew Jason Roberts, who 
also wore the Albion colours, said: ’’Carrying his cof¬ 
fin with my cousins, uncle and family members, it was 
the first time it has been hard to be Cyrille Regis’s 
nephew. 

“People always wanted to spend time with him, to 
spend time around his influence. I was so fortunate to 
have that as a family member. 

“The way he interacted with me or my family 
wasn’t necessarily unique. Everybody was inspired 
by him, that’s why I went on to play football. 

“It’s why my uncle David went on to have a football 
career, why I wanted to have a career. 

“As an individual and a family we don’t own the 
legacy of Cyrille Regis, everybody here does, every¬ 
body who’s been touched by him, everybody who’s 
been motivated to stay here in the cold and listen to 
his legacy. 

Struggled 

“He was a special man and his legacy must live on 
and through our memories of him.” 

Dave Regis, Cyrille’s younger brother, said: ’’Like 
all of us, Cyrille had his ups and downs in life. There 
was a time after Laurie Cunningham died that he 
struggled to come to terms with it. He found life dif¬ 
ficult, this is when he turned to God seeking some 
comfort in his life. 

“When C met Julia he was back to the brother 
we knew. He was beaming when he introduced her, 
it was obvious that she made him happy. His faith 
brought him peace, he never forced it on anyone. 

“We will miss his wisdom, his voice and his life. We 
will miss you bro, all day long.” 

Said John Sillett, Coventry City’s FA Cup-winning 
manager: “I had the greatest job in football, manag¬ 
ing a man called Cyrille Regis. 

“An electric gifted character, he was a bonder of 
men. After the Cup final he said ‘Sill you gave me the 
proudest day of my life in football’ and that was an 
honour for me. 

“The team respected him, they’re all here today. 
They all know what a great man, what a man you 
could always talk to.” 


Injured Gavin sees

FRANKIE Gavin’s IBO Welterweight World title fight with Bethuel Ush- 
ona has been pushed back a month after the Birmingham fighter suffered 
an ankle injury in training. The February 23 fight against the Namibian for 
the vacant title, at the Genting Arena in Birmingham, has been resched¬ 
uled to March 24. 

Tickets will be honoured from the original date and the undercard - 
which features the likes of Josh Stokes and includes two other IBO title 
fights - is expected to be relatively unaffected. 

Gavin’s trainer Dean Edwards admitted the injury- sustained during a 
training camp in Ireland - had been a setback but insisted it was merely a 
minor one and that Frankie would be fighting fit for the new date.
